We 
are a free people in name only; 
our government consists mostly 
of the off-scourings from the 
State of Oregon. It is treason 
to our self respect to allow the 
“Grafters” in authority to con- 
tinue their nefarious practices 
before our very eyes. We want 
a change, and if it can only come 
by atransfer of Wrangel to a 
foreign power,then let the trans- 
fer be made, and let the powers 
that be take the consequences.
